Our company for manufacturing 
Caproni airplanes at Talirdo and Viz- 
zola is now in full swing and the de- 
mand for new machines is so great that 
we are working incessantly day and 
night. For reasons easily understood, 
we are now pee ented from giving de- 
tails concerning our works, but it is 
enough to state that we are employ- 
ing about i, workmen, who are 
rapidly increasing through the addition 
of new workshops. Mounting halls and 
hangars already are covering four 
times the area pocupied in 1914. 

We are fully convinced that the 
enormous development or aviation 
through the war is not only to con- 
tinue thereafter, but to increase by leaps 
and bounds. We believe the day is ap- 
proaching when aerial lines not only 
will join town and country and country 
to country, but will span continent to 
continent with aerial trains transport- 
ing hundreds of 2 rs traveling 
from 125 to 190 miles an hour.

The New. Way ‘Now Being Cons 
sidered by Teachers.

In Tur Times of Oct. 14 there ap- .

In New Jersey a recent 
law, supplemented by a course of study 
issued by the State Department of 
Public Instruction, requires that la con- 
nection with the course in physical train- 
ing. high school pupils must take com- 
munity civics in their first year; patriotic 
knowledge in their second year, 
problems in modern democracy: in their 
fourth year. The latter course of study 
includes elements of practical politics, 
economics, and sociology. All of this, as 
can be seen, is quite unlike the former 
civics which laid emphasis mainly on 
the constitutions and machinery. of gov- 
ernment to the exclusion of. the ‘funs- 
tions of government. 

The time is ripe for a ‘revival: ameng 
educators in promoting better educa- 
tion in government. .The conference held 
Saturday attended by men of such 
prominence is evidence that plans have 
‘been begun. Directors and instructors 
to reorganize this much needed work are 
as much needed in schools as are Di- 
rectors and instructors of vocational 
education, although much has been 
heard about the latter, while very little 
has been said about the former.

In your issue of Oct. 8 there’ 
article concerning housing conditions in 
Waterbury, Conn. While some ot the state- 
ments are partly true, your correspondent | 
failed to tell of the many efforts being 
made, both by the manufacturing concerns 
and private individuals, to meet the hous- 
ing situation in our city. 

Three of our large manufacturing con- 
cerns have been building modern dwelling | 
houses as rapidly as labor and material 
could be secured, and these activities con- 
tihue in full force at the present time. | 

A special Housing Committee was appoint- 
ed by the Mayor in February, 1916, to cope 
with the housing’ of the rapidly. growing 
population, due to increased industrial 
tivities. This committee employed Mr. John 
Nolen, an expert on housing, to make «a 
survey of the situation and make definite 
recommendations to meet it. These recom- 
mendations are being. carried out as rapidly 
as the procuring of labor and material will 
permit. Approximately 2,000 dwelling houses 
have been dullt in Waterbury since the 
formation of this: committee.

Ss | Reply to the Counsel for the Real 
Estate Board. 

To the Hattor of The New York Times: 

In yesterday’s Sunxpar Times there 
was an interview with A. C. MacNulty, 
counsel for the Real Estate Board, ad- 
yocating the extinction of the Fire Pre- 
vention Bureau. The reasons fer this 
drastic action, recommended by Attorney 
MacNulty, are that the Fire Prevention 
Bureau cost the taxpayers during the 
past six years approximately about 
$2,000,000 in salaries, &c. The real 
reason, of course, is given by Mr. Mac- 
Nulty a few minutes later in his inter- 
view, when he says that the Fire Preven- 
tion Bureau has in 1914 alone issued 
25,653 orders, and in the five years, from 
1912 to 1917, the Fire Prevention Bureau 
required property owners to install more 
than 400 sprinklers, to put in fireproof- 
ing material, and, generally, to spend 
approximately $18,000,000. 

Attorney McNulty: does not claim for 
a moment that the 25,853 - orders issued 
in 1914 were not justified and that the 
$18,000,000 spent by his clients should 
not by right have been spent for sprink- 
lers, fireproofing matertal, &c. He makes 
no claim that all these orders were not 
necessary or the expenditures justified, 
or that the fire protection ot the city’s 
working population has not been im- 
proved by these orders and many of the 
lives of the workers saved by the addl- 
tional expense. imposed upon the loft 
owners.

COVERED FOOD PRODUCTS 


Dutch Commission Says Waterways 
_ WIIL Be Closed to Germany If 
They Are Misused. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The sub- 
stance of the agreement between Great 
Britain and Holland regulating the 
amount of food to be obtained by Eng- 
land frum the Netherlands and also the 
amount to go into Germany was made 
public here today. It shows that Great 
Britain and Germany made agreements 
with Holland at about the same time. 
The British agreement was made Nov. 
1, 1916, and the German agreement was 
made on Dec. 1, 1916. 

Only commodities produced in the 
Netherlands were concerned. Imports 
were governed by the Netherlands Over- 
seas Trust, which guaranteed to Eng- 
land that none of the products should 
be sent into Germany. The agreement 
provided that the total exports from 
Holland to the Unifed Kingdom should 
be pro-rated. It was assumed that the 
remainder, not sent to England, went 
into Germany. 

It was provided that the United King- 
dom should get half the total exports 
of pig meat, one-quarter of the butter, 
one-third of the cheese, and two-thirds 
of the milk. Not less than half the ex- 


ports of meat from Holland to bellig- 

erent countries must go to the United 

Kingdom. This left the other half free 

8 go to — 2 as required by the 
rman agreemen 

Great Britain, by the agreement, has 
the right to at least half the exports 
of potatoes at a price not greater than 
50 per cent. over the price fixed by the 
Dutch Government for home consump- 
tion. England also was to get half of 
the potato flour, which included sago 
and pudding powder, and obtained 
quarter of .the exports of fruit and 
vegetables at an average price. Guarter 
of ali the =. were to go to Great 
Britain. No live pigs, cream or fodder 
was to be exporte 

It was agreed that exports to neutral 
European countries should be only to 
consignees approved by the British. Hol- 
land, under the agreement, had the right 
to import feeding stuffs and fertilizers ' 
for agricultural use, but such provisions 
as s were subject to revision when- 
ever certain agriculture produce ex- 
ceeded the average of exports. 

Liberal bonuses were promised by the 
British for the articles exported, and 
the rate of exchange for the payments 
was guaranteed. Should vessels carey ing 
agriculturg] products be captured, 
was provi‘ed that the produce would — 
considered exported to bellig rents. 

Shipments. to Dutch C 2 were not 
considered as exports. — 
France and such parts of 
were within the lines of the Allies ** 
shiyments to the Belgian Relief Com- 
mittee were considered exports to the 
United Kingdom. Either Great Britain 
or Holland might terminate the agree- 
ment by a month's notice or by default; 
otherwise it was to remain in force for 
the duration of the war. 

Members of the Dutch Commission 
stated here today that Holland was

ted that earlier’ in the war 
the Dutch Government ‘prohibited’ th 
use of waterways by Germann for the 
transportation of loot from Relgium to 
Germany. Holland, it was stated, was 
unaware of any military use Germany 
made of her waterways, and stood 
anne upon proof by England that Ger- 
y was so using them, to tan end 
to tthe traffic. It was udd „ however, 
that Holland had sent military officers 
to Belgium to discover the uses to 
which - materials were 
put by Germany, and in every instance 
und them to be nonmilitary. 

As far as can be learned no agreement 
has been reached as to the disposal of 
the Dutch t nnage held American 
waters. The embargo js as tight as 
aver, nd there is no indication that the 
War Trade Board or State Department 
fs disposed to relent because of recent 
developments.
